The Latest Advices 


trom England, are those by the packet ship Pacific, 
at New-York, with dates to 16th May. 

The war between Turkey and Russia may now 
be said to have commenced. The declaration has 
been made but no accountof hostilities are yet rela- 
ted. It does not appear that it will be of long con- 
tinuance, unless the ancient spirit of the Turk is 
roused. The details are given below. In England, 
the passage of Sir Francis Burdett’s resolution, re- 
lative to the Catholics of Ireland, by a majority of 
6, is a movement of very great importance to the 
tranquillity of that Island. 

Russian Declaration of War against Turkey.— 
Russia has, at length, declared her intentions of 
seeking and obtaining satisfaction for all the inju- 
ries and insults received from the Porte. On the 
4:h inst. two official documents, dated St. Peters- 
burgh, 14th (26) were received at Berlin, One is 
termed a Manifesto of the Emperor, and the other 
a Declaration. In the first, the emperor complains 














of the violation of the treaties of Bucharest and Ac- 
kermann, of the Porte summoning its subjects to 
arm en masse against the Russians, who are de- 








nominated the irreconcileable enemies of Turkey ; 
of the detention o! Russian vessels, and the seizure 
of their cargoes, and of the intrigues of Turkey to 
prolong the war in Persia. The honor and dig- 
nity of Russia, the emperor says, render further 
forbearance impossible, and require the redress of 
all those grievances ; to obtain which, he has order- 
ed his armies to advance into the Turkish territo- 
ries, in full confidence of success from the protec- 
tion of Heaven, and the justness of his cause. 

The declaration describes, at much greater 
length, the causes which render an appeal to arms 
indispensably necessary. It reproaches the Porte 
with its shameful avowal of duplicity in signing the 
Treaty of Ackermann, which it never intended to 
fulfil; with its disregard of all other treaties; with 
its perfidy in summoning all Mahomedans to arms 
against Russia, on the very day when the European 
ambassadors received the strongest assurances of 
the pacific disposition of the Porte, and with its en- 
deavours to cause a renewal of the war in Persia. 
Notwithstanding all the sacrifices made by Russia, 
te preserve peace, and secure the existence of the 
Turkish dominions in Europe, the Turks had ta 
ken advantage of the difficulties in which they ima- 
gined Russia involved after the peace of 1812, to 
violate more grossly all their existing engagements. 
They had cruelly butchered the Servians, to whom 
they had granted an amnesty, and had plundered 
Moldavia and Wallachia, though the privileges of 
these unhappy provinces had been guaranteed. 
For five years, the Emp Alexander tried to pre- 
serve peace, notwithstanding all the provocations 
received from the Turks, and the evasion of trea- 
ties evinced by them. The insurrection in the Mo- 
rea then broke out; of this Russia disapproved, 
but required that the innocent should not be pun- 
ished with the guilty. The reasonable demand 
was disregarded by the Porte, and the Christians 
were exposed to indiscriminate plunder and massa- 
cre. These repeated provocations wore out the 
patience of Alexander. and in October, 1825, he 
transmitted an energetic remonstrance to the Porte, 
bnt, immediately afterwards, death snatched him 
from the love of his people. The Emperor Nicho- 
las then sought ‘o settle the existing differences by 
negociation, and, far from taking advantage of the 
revolt of the Greeks. endeavoured to mediate be- 
tween them and the Porte. In pursuance of this 
design, he had signed, with England, the Protocol 
of April 4, and, subsequently, with England and 
France, the Treaty of July 6 The Emperor ap- 
peals to that treaty as a proof of his disinterested- 
ness. The shameful breach of faith, onthe part of the 
Ottoman General, which led to the battle of Nava- 
rino, did not change the Emperor’s wish for peace, 
and the return made by Turkey for all the modera- 
tion evinced by him, was the publication of the in- 
sulting Manifesto of the 2th of December. The 
Emperor then declares war against Turkey, and 
states the objects of the war to be— 

To compel Turkey to pay all the expenses of 
the war, and to indemnify his subjects for all the 
losses they have sustained. 

To enforce the due and effectual observance of 
those treaties which Turkey had violated. 

To secure the inviolable liberty of the Black Sea, 
and the free navigation of the Bosphorus. 

He declares, that he has not those ambitious de- 
signs which the Turkish Manifesto has imputed to 
him; that he has already countries and nations, and 
cares enough, that, though he is at war for reasons 
independent of the treaty of the 6th of July, he will 
not depart from the stipulations of it, which he will 
fulfil in concert with his allies. 

In conclusion, he declares that he will not lay 
down his arms till he has obtained the results sta- 
ted in this declaration.

The following is an interesting and important 
fact which we do not remember to have met with 
before. Itshould recommend strongly the applica- 
tion of electricity for the relief of paralytic affections. 

Singular Effect of Lightning.—The ship New- 
York, on a late voyage from New-York to London, 
encountered a severe storm of th nder and light- 
ning. There was a passenger on board, very old 
and very corpulent, whose legs were so paralized, 
that for three years he had not walked half a mile, 
and who, since his embarkation, had not been able 
even to stand) After the discharge of the light- 
ning, which passed close to the place where this 
poor cripple was Jying, gvery body was aston shed 
to see him rise, pace up and down the deck, and 
walk about for a long time, as if nothing had ever 
ailed him. At first his head was a little affected; 
but that soon went off, while the benefit which he 
had experienced in his limbs remained. He con- 
tinued to use them freely during the passage, and 
on the arrival of the ship in port, he walked with 
ease to the place of his residence. 

Management of Horses on a Journey.—A horse 
ought to eat at least from sixteen to twenty quarts 
of oats per day, otherwise he will not, and cannot, 
perform a long journey. Clean fresh hay, and a 
little water, should be given as often as you stop 

Never trust to ostlers when you are ona journey, 
It is essentially necessary that you personally see to 
the cleaning, watering, feeding and littering of your 
horses, otherwise you will, in all probability be un- 
der the necessity of hiring, or purchasing another, 
or abandoning your journey 

Shouki your horse lose his appetite, give him 
an ounce of nitre in a bran mash, once or twice. 
This, with a little rest will soon recover him. 

Dean’s New England Farmer says, “to fit a 
horse for a journey, he should not be suffered to 
grow too fat and gross. He should be kept in the 
stable rather than in the pasture, and fed mostly 
with provender; but rather sparingly if inclined 
to be tat. He should have exercise daily to harden 
his flesh, and keep him in the habit of travelling. 
He should be shod some days before he begins a 
journey, that the shoes may be well settled to his 
feet, and the nails a little rusted at the points, that 
they hold the faster. And the pads of the saddle 
should be well fitted to his back so as to fill the hol- 
lows, and bear equally on every part. And while 
he is on a journey, he should be stab’ed every night. 
It is very destructive to expose horses to the damp- 
ness and cold of the night. after severe exercise.” 

Speedy Justice—A lad of 16 or 17 years of age 
stole a coat from a country wagon, in Baltimore, 
on Tuesday night. He was arrested the next 
morning, indicted by the Grand Jury, tried before 
the City Court, found Guilty and sentenced to the 
Penitentiary before noon.
